May Bs Purchased at Prices Ranging 
From $2 to $10 Par Aero on Time 


Lands of the company* in North 
Dakota and Montana can be bought at 
prices ranging generally from fS to $5 
per acre, and graslng lands from $1 to 
$2.50 per acre. 

The price of agricultural lands In 
Washington, east of the Cascade moun¬ 
tains and In Oregon and Idaho, ranges 
chiefly from $2.60 to $10 per acre, and 
gracing lands from SI to $3.10 per acre. 
In that portion of Washington west of 
the Cascades the price ranges chiefly 
from $3 to $10 per acre. 

On five years' time—When lands are 
purchased on five years' time, one-sixth 
cash Is required at time of purchase, 
and the balance in five equal annual 
cash payment*, with Interest at • per 
cent per annum. 

Timber and timber lands are sold by 
.special agreement with the land com¬ 
missioner.
